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1. Applicant's arguments filed 1/23/2004 (paper no. 1 1) have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., automatically 
select between DVC and STB modes and automatically switch back and forth between different 
mode) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's argument that Clapp fails to teach or suggest a mode selecting 
means that is able to automatically select between different modes of operation, it appears that 
Clapp clears teaches the audio/visual communication system is capable of providing stand-alone 
video capability for unassisted operation, i.e., a first operation mode (col. 7 lines 17-29) and to 
transfer video data to be display to external processor in accordance with control commands 
received from the external data processor, i.e., a second operation, when the external connection 
interface determines that the audio/visual communication system coupled to a separate host 
computer system (col. 7 lines 30-49) so that the external connection interface is functioning as a 
means for automatically selection between different modes of operation depending upon whether 
the audio/visual communication system is connected with the separate host computer or not. 
Thus, it recognizes Clapp obviously having mode setting means for automatically selecting the 
first operation mode for unassisted operation when the audio/visual communication system is 
detected not coupling to the separate host computer system and the second operation mode when 
the audio/visual communication system is detected in coupling to the separate host computer
